Municipal Farm Item Approved. 

The item of the issue providing 
$1,109,000 for a municipal farm for 
tuberculosis patients, to take the 
place of the present Koch Hospital, 
_is approved by Dr. L. C. Boisliniere, 
medical director of Mount St. Rose 
Sanitorium, a private institution for 
tubercular patients. 

“Persons afflicted with  tubercu- 
losis,”"" Dr. Bolsliniere says, ‘“‘should 
be treated in the climate in which 
they contract the disease. The chas- 
ing of health is largely a- fallacy. 
Climate in itself never cured any- 
body of tuberculosis. This is the 
opinion of all authorities on this’ 
subject. It is also the consensus of 
all authorities that the esseentials in| 
the treatment of tuberculosis are, 
first, proper and competent medical 
supervision: second, sanatorium 
|system either in a sanatorium or at 
‘home, but far better in a thorough- 
ly equipped, properly and scientifical- 
ly conducted sanatorium, and lastly, 
contentment of mind. At best cll- 
mate counts only 5 per cent: proper 
Sanatorium and scientific medical 
care with peace of mind 95 per cent. 

“Why sacrifice the 95 per cent for 
the elusive 5 when the 6 per cent 
means a cost of $40 to $50 per 
week? No one should be sent away 
from home unless he can afford to 
spend at least this amount in secur- 
ing what is absolutely essential. 
scientific medical care and proper 
sanatorium svstem.

Fare Was 7.28 Cents. 


A ‘T-cent street car fare in 8st. 
Louis went into effect yesterday, 
supplanting a graduated scale under 
which 60 per cent had been paying

Vice President of Missouri Pacific 
to Develop Improvement

Finley J. Shepard and William 
Church Osborn, of New York, tho 
former vice president of the Missouri 
Pacificabiiroad and the latter chair- 
man of the board of directors of the 
Texas & Pacific railroad, of which 
board Shepard is also a member, ar- 
rived in St. Louls yesterday after- 
noon and will leave today for an in- 
spectiqgn of the lines of both sys- 
tems.

Announce Building Program That 
Will Double Production of Trucks 
and Twin Sixes. 


Automobile manufacturers believe 
the present demand for cars and 
trucks is merely the indication of a 
continuing demand for the best 
transportation facilities, and they are 
backing their belief with enlarged 
facilities. The most recent announce- 
men concerning the growth of the in- 
dustry comes from the Packard Mo- 
tor Car Co., which, according to Al- 
van Macauley. president of the com 
pany, is spending $8,000,000 on addi 
tions to its plant. 

“This year will be the greatest in 
the history of the business, not only 
because it will be the most prosper- 
ous, but because the entire world is 
accepting motor cars and trucks as 
the soluifon of its transp. rtution 
problems. That is vastly more im- 
portant than a mere year or so of 
prosperity. It means that the indus- 
try is standing squarely on the merits 
of the part it is playing in the re- 
adjustment of the world.”

Half a Dozen Business Failures 
of Service Firms Has Forced 
Withdrawal of Widespread 
Free Changes. 


A change in policy as to free road 


service on tires will be announced 


by the members of the St. Louis 


Tire Dealers’ Association, effective 
April 15. Fourteen of the mem- 
bers of the “Tire Dealers’ Association 
give road service but did not realize 
how much of abuse had crept into 
this practice until notes were com- 
pared at meetings. It was thet 
found that many men who send to 
other cities for advertised cheap 
tires were given free road service on 
them, and that many of the local 
firms were giving service to automo- 
bile owners who had never pur- 
chased as much as a valve cap from 
them. 

It is agreed that the new rule to 
be established will be to give road 
service only on tires purchased from 
the service company, and on all oth- 
er service a fixed charge for each 
of five established zones will be 
made. 

The failure in business of several! 
service companies within the past 12 
months has shown to tire dealers 
that it is impossible for them to give 
free road service and continue in 
business, they claim. This is their 
reason for deciding to cut out the 
free service. 

The Tire Dealers’ Association has 
also just issued to all of its 50 mem- 
bers, a list of dead beat and poor 
pay tire customers. There are about 
750 names on the first list and a sup- 
plement to it is to be given out in a 
few days containing about 150 more. 
Supplements ave to be sent out twice 
each month 

The association has appointed a 
committee of six which is to. pre- 
pare the code of ethics applying to 
sales practices, advertising methods, 
and the treatment of customers. 
This code is to be made a part of the 
by-laws of the association and mem-

| Business Firms Are 
| Asked to Get Mail 
| Off Early in Day 


USINESS firms are asked, in 
B: request issued by Post- 

master Selph last evening, to 
aid the postoffice in meeting the 
present emergency, by mailing 
their letters as early as possible 
in the day, and not holding 
them until evening. 

Many business houses with a 
very heavy volume of mail, send 
out practically all their letters 
|| after 4 p. m., or toward the close 
of the day’s business. A large 
'} part of this correspondence 
could be mailed by noon, or by 
2 p.m. This would distribute 
the work of the clerks through 
what is now the dull part of the 
day, and would lessen the over- 
whelming rush of work in the 
evening, 
| The emergency is caused by 
the great increase in the volume 
of parcel post mail, because of 
the express companies’ embargo. 
The parcel post business now 
exceeds 300,000 pounds a day, 
whereas 125,000 pounds is a 
normal day's business. One 
firm is sending out 4000 pounds 
of bread daily by parcel post, 
which formerly went by ex- 
press, and a great volume of 
perishable fruit and vegetables 
is being sent in this manner. 
Moving picture films are now 
sent as mail matter, instead of

Tt was then that Jimmy’ Fox, a 
lithe sophomore, running his first 
race, surprised everybody on the 
field by handily winning the two- 
mile race over a field of more experi- 
enced runners. Fox was put into 
the event as a substitute for Wil- 
liams, who was unable to take his 
place after the strenuous one mile 
grind. The youth hung with the 
field for the first five laps afd then 
cut out with a sprint that put him 
20 vards in the lead, an advantage 
he held to the tape. 

Piker Squad Takes Lead. 

Inasmuch as Rolla took second 
and third, this put the local athletes 
ahead, 59 to 68. All that Washing- 
ton needed was one of the two re- 
lays, the remaining events on the 
program. However the hilltop run- 
ners captured both easily, Drake and 
Brinkman, two of the regulars of the 
half-mile quartet were unable to 
start. 

Neither track nor field § record 
Were brilliant, not one event being 
characterized by an unusual per- 
formance. This may be attributed to 
the fact that because of the recent 
inclement weather the athletes were 
unable to get any outdoor practice.,. 
Then the rains of the past week 
softened the track to such an extent 
that it hindered the efforts of the 
foot racers. 

Probably the best work of the day 
was done by Richara Kremer who 
put the shot 40 feet, a most creditable 
performance. Auer's victory tin the 
220-yard dash in 283-5 seconds, is 
also Worthy of mention. 

White High Point Scorer.. 

The high point scorer for the aft- 
ernoon was White, a Rolla man, who 
took three firsts. The Miner breasted 
the tape in the quarter and half 
miles runs and the 120-yard high 
hurdles. In the last mentioned event 
he beat Berger by inches, there being 
a dispute among the judges as to 
which of the two actually won the 
race.

not competent, he should be struck 
off the roll of referees: he should 
be forever barred. 

This is my notion of what should 
be done before every contest, 
whether it be a big or little one 
The referee should, in simple and 
readily understandable language, 
make the boxers aware of what he 
considers boxing is: that he will 
have it done according to his ideas 
and that the fighter who does not 


conform to his ruling will be put 
out of the ring. 
There isn’t a boxer who does not 


want to fight fair. When he doesn't 
it is almost invariably because the 
referee does not insist on fairness. 

For instance, “don’t hold.” 
“break.” “step back.” “don't 
clinch,” and the rest of it is re- 
peated over and over again, but 
nine times out of ten not the 
slightest attention is paid to these 
instructions, with the result that 
the public does not see boxing at 
all—only a very bad make-be- 
lieve. 

If a referee issues an order. he 
should see that it is obeved. If he 
doegn't, then he is weak—slack, if 
you like, and not fitted for the 
position in which he is put.

Boxing as an entertainment has 
very largely outgrown itself; it is 
now so big and vast, and there is 
such a lot of money in it that 
unless it is controlled and regu- 
lated in the same way as baseball, 
football and racing is, it will suf- 
fer and maybe go back to the 
“good old bad days.”’ 

Do you know why good and 
competent referees are so few and 
far between? Because many men 
of the right type do not consider 
it worth their while. 

Refereeing very largely is done 
by the enthusiast. It should be 
made a profession well paid. There 
should be established a school for 
referees, and also a union of ref- 
erees to whom the promoter may 
go for an official. 


| Should Be Made to Pass Exams. | 


I. is not enough that a boxer 
should have to take immense risks 
in having to do his fighting (which 
is his own living) under a gentle- 
man who has never proved that he 
is a good judge of the game. 


There isan idea that an old box- 
er is the best referee. I don't agree. 
I know men who were among the 
cleverest and most famous ama- 
teur boxerg utterly unable to read 
and decide a fight. They have not 
had the judicial mind: they have 
not been able to think straight; 
they have not been able to see the 
obvious. 

Every man before he is allowed 
to take charge of a _ contest 
should pass a searching test of his 
knowledge of the game, and he 
should set this test by a body made 
up of gentlemen whose position ts 
such as to convince all boxers and 
the public that they are only 


concerned with the game as a sport. 


If a referee proves that because 
of temperamental weakness he Its 


Personally I do not approve of 
a contest being in the sole charge 
of one man. When I fight, I in- 
sist on there being two judges be- 
sides a referee, for I hold that it 
is not always possible for one man 
to take an accurate record of 
points, and at the same time see 
that the fighters are conforming 
strictly to the rules. 

In any case, the whole subject 
of refereeing needs overhauling 
and putting on a proper, practical 
and different basis than it is to- 
day, else boxing will be hurt ter- 
ribly. It will cease to have a tight 
hold on the public. 

And just a few words more. 
Boxers themselves, if they be wise 
—for after all they are only work- 
men—will apply their minds to a 
close and deep study of the rules. 
They will strive to find out what 
boxing really is. Boxing is vastly 
different from what they. by their 
ways seem to think it is. And I 
do wish that someone would seek 
to teach, not only boxers, but ref- 
erees also, what infighting is. 

Some boxers convey the idea 
that when they get to close quar-+ 
ters they are free to held, tug, 
pull and wrestle, and there are 
some referees who know so little 
about infighting (which is an ex- 
acting science, though I confess it 
does not make for a great spec- 
tacle) that immediately men get 
close they baw! “break” and 
“don't hold,”” when there is no 
reason for breaking. and when, 
instead of there being holding, 
there is but wholesome fighting.

it is not always particularly desirable to own rea!

WENT to stay at Father Dempsey’s hotel for 
working women a few days and nights to try 
to get the point of view of the girls and women 
living there and learn, if possible, the answers 
to questions frequently asked in certain other 
circles, such as, ‘“‘Why is it that such places are 
needed when there are so many maid’s rooms in 
fine hemes just yearning for occupancy?” and “Why 
is it that when we telephone to one of these places 
offering a good home in refined surroundings, includ- 
ing board, no expense and good wages, we cannot zet 
one of them to come and do our housework”” 

At this hotel, which is at 1421 Hogan street, and 
is to be recognized by a sign displaying the word 
“Hotel” in electric lights at night, the guests act much 
as do guests fn other hotels, are just as independent, as 
self-contained, as taken up with their own private 
affairs. The younger, gayer ones may gather in the 
entertainment hall, bare save for an old-fashioned 
square piano, to sing or dance for a little while after 
the evening meal, listening meanwhile for the sound of 
telephone bells from the parlor, which decide the eve- 
ning’s diversion for some, or pairing off to discuss 
trips to the corner soda fountain or the picture show.

One needed only to suggest the subject to Miss Lan- 
denecker to get her started on a faverite theme. Then 
it was that the groans of scorn and derision from other 
tables in the dining room might have discountenanced 
the most persistent advertisers in our household help- 
wanted columns. Some of the freely-stated opinions 
were from experience in both household and commer- 
cial work, too. 

“Aw, give us a rest from that 
groaned several girls in concert. 

But Miss Landenecker went on: “I heard somebody 
say today that every working girl ought to do house- 
work if she expects to get married”—— 

“It must ‘a’ been a woman looking for a girl,” she 
was interrupted. 

“*“Do housework and get a man;’ that’s the slogan. 
is it? Get the iceman or the grocery boy or the coal 
man. That's all you ever meet working in somebody's 
kitchen. No, I'll get the man first, if I have to have 
one, and work in the kitchen afterward.” 

-“But they’re paying $50 a month in the West End. 
and you can save every cent you make,” persisted Miss 
Landenec ker. 

“I wouldn't work for ‘em for a hundred a month. | 
never saved anything when I worked in private fami- 
lies, not as much as I do now working in the factory 
and living this way, and I’ve got my independence 
outside working hours anyway,’ said a girl with the 
most beautiful head of chestnut hair I ever saw, turn- 
ing a scarcely less attractive profile over her shoulder 
in our direction. “I did private family work when | 
first came from the country and was green,” she con- 
tinued, “but never again! You never get through house- 
work. You go at it at 6 in the morning and maybe 
you quit at 9 at night, but even then you are not 
through with everything you ought to have done. At 
my place I have nice clean work now” (she makes 
camisoles all day in an underwear shop). “I'm through 
when the whistle blows at 5 o'clock, and 1 don’t have 
to give a thought to werk until the whistle blows next 
morning.” 

“You quit at 9 o clock if the missus don't want to go 
out. If she does, you have to take care of the chil- 
dren,” observed another. “‘l worked out two and a 
halt years and I got to a show twice,” brooding|,. 
grumbled one girl, her head low over her plate. 

“The madame told me I'd have to wash the third- 
story windows,’ was another's experience. “But | 
beat her to it. I quit before window-washing da) 
came around.” 

“Nearly all these faults you girls find with house- 
work, you can blame on yourselves,’ Miss Landecker 
argued. “How many of you ever had it in the con- 
tract what hours you were to work and what duties 
were to be required of you? No, you just let your- 
selves be imposed upon until you can’t stand it ans 
longer and then you quit. without giving any reason 
and leave the job just as hard for the next girl.” 

“The trouble I had,’ began the pretty girl with the 
saucy tilt to her-nose, the daring, tempting, defying 
glance of the eye that made her a born coquette wheth- 
er she would or no. “The trouble | bad wasn't with 
the missus. Jt was with the men trying to flirt with 
me until, of course, the missus would get wgly and 
jealous and I'd have to leave.” 

“But don’t vou have trouble with the men in the 
factory trying to flirt with you?’ | asked. 

“You can hold your own in the‘factory,” she re- 
torted. “lf anybody gets fresh you can report him to 
the boss. In a private family you go to report any of 
them to the boss and you get fired sure.” 

Among the older women present one might have ex- 
pected to hear soemthing in favor of household work. 
{t was ali right if you started that way, they guessed, 
two or three of them, ‘but they siarted in factors 
work and refused to become interested, much less agi- 
tated. over the newly enthralling Bubject.

“The big bugs is havin’ trouble gettin’ somebody to 
work for ‘em, and I'm glad of it,” she chuckled. “Let 
them do their own work, the lazy things, ridin’ in 
their autymobiles.

From conditions to be observed there were many other 
inferences to be drawn as to why they prefer this 
manner of living. Father Dempsey told me I'd find 
nothing stylish about his hotel, and I didn’t. He paid 
anu option on the building which was formerly St. Vin- 
cent's Orphanage a year ago, and although it was not 
yet entirely adapted to the purpose, the guests at his 
former wemen's hotel on Broadway moved over in 
great glee, because there were to be steam heat, elec- 
tric lights, single rooms and other improvements over 
the old place. They have lived in one wing of the old 
building while another wing was being made over, 
scoured, painted, the walls calsomined in light, cheer- 
ful colors, new plumbing installed. Just.the other day 
they moved into the new rooms, of which there are 
now 50 ready for occupancy, that is, containing fur- 
niture. There will eventually be room for 200 guests, 
the good priest sublimely trusting that more furniture 
will be forthcoming from some, as yet, unknown 
source. He trusts, too, that the institution will be 
self-supporting eventually. 

There is nothing “stylish’’ about the rooms, none of 
the floors are carpeted, only a few varnished, though 
it is intended that all shail have polished floors. The 
furnishings consist of iron beds, new mattresses, linen 
avd coverlets, odd dressers, washstands, chests of 
drawers and clothes closets. A dining room and kitch- 
en are in the basement, presided over by Frances, a 
friendly covuk. Miss Coghlan, who has been in the 
service of Father Dempsey for years in one or another 
of his undertakings, his men's lodging house, day nurs- 
ery and settlement, assisted by one maid, provides all 
the other service. 

Two meals a day are served. Breakfast consisted of 
coffee, cereal, rolls and butter. Dinper of soup, meat, 
potatoes, a canned vegetable and a simple sweet, rolls 
aud butter. You carried your own tray into the dining 
room and removed your dishes afterward. Also you 
made your own bed, straightened your own room.

And there 
were, too, advantages over having a room in a fine 
house, when it is somebody else’s house. 

At 5 o‘clock, when the girls began coming in, the 
telephone bell began ringing and thereafter there 
was a continuous string of girls lined up in response to 
calls.

Lebanon Cedars More Than 2000 Years Old. 


HE age of the famous cedars of Lebanon has 
long been in dispute. Local tradition says they 


were planted by God at the creation of the world . 


and that they will endure until the last day. 


That there was a great grove of cedars on Lebanon — 


in the days of King Solomon there can be no doubt, 


‘as it was from them that he obtained the wood for 


builditg the temple. Whether any of those now stand- 


ing were there in Solomon's time is a matter of spec- . 


ulation. 

At the present day the grove contains 389 trees, of 
which only 15 are ‘of large size. It is in the center 
Of a great basin in the mountains, 6000 feet above the 
sea. A Maronite chapel is on a mound in the shade 
ot the trees, and here mass is said and on the feast 
of the transfiguration a great festival takes place. 

Several efforts to calculate the age of the cedars 
now standing have been made by counting the rings 
in the. heart wood of those that have fallen. 

These estimates, according to Prof. A. Henry of 
the Royal College of Sciences for Ireland, in an article 
in Country Life, vary from 2230 years to 2500 years, 
although it may be that they are of slower growth 
than the specimens fested in other countries.

The path which led the young artist from the child 
singer to prima donna was anything but a smooth 
and straight ore, strewn with roses and soft spots 
whereon to rest. On the contrary, it was rough and 
narrow, and every step was beset with difficulties 
which only indomitable ambition, the natural gift for 
pure song and an unusual personality enabled her to
